Churches asked to start mentoring 
program to-help youth m the Glades

Juvenile crime is up 430 per- 
cent in the state and it's'also 
up in the Glades. Kids say 
nobody cares about. them or 
what they're doing. So says 
Deacon George Baldwin, a for- 
mer resident and graduate of 
Belle Glade High School who 
wants to make a difference in 
our area. 

Deacon Baldwin says many 
youth who aren't getting fami- 
ly or church support are turn- 
ing to drug dealers who give 
them attention and a way to 
make quick money. 

*Somebody has to deal with 
this problem," he told a group 
of pastors from Belle Glade, 
Pahokee and South Bay on 
October 22 *I want to help 
these;kids and I want your: 
help. If the churches refuse to 
help these kids, guess who's 
going to be helping them? The 


drug dealers." 

Belle Glade Mayor Steve 
Weeks has made a commit- 
ment to the program to help 
Glades' youth, and so have 
about 10 local church pastors. 

Titled the “Volunteer Role 
Model Program," the process 
involves local church and com- 
munity members becoming 
mentors on a one-on-one basis 
with local youth who have had 
trouble with the law. 

Belle Glade Police Chief 
Michael Miller told Deacon 
Baldwin the police department 
fully supports the program and 
is willing to help in any way. 

*The Criminal Justice Sys- 
tem is broken. If we don't take 
some other approach, it's going 
to get worse," said Chief Miller. 
“Young people know the sys- 
tem doeàn't work," he said. 

But, he noted, “without get- 
ting the families.and the 
churches involved, it's not 


going to work.” 

A ded Baldwin, who now 
lives in Miami, started. a simi- 
lar program in that city that 
he says has led to a 61 percent 
decrease in juvenile crime, 

“We seen great results in 
Miami and I know we can do 
it here, I want to see this work 
here. This is my hometown and 
I care about these kids,” he 
said. 2 

“We're building prisons like 
we're building schools,” said 
Robert Walker, deacon at a 
local church. "Until we reach 
some of these fathers and 
mothers, we aren't addressing 
the problem." 

The mentoring program 
requires church leaders to 
make a commitment of money 
and time to the program. *If 
God's people can't do it,\and 
God can't do it, then it can't be 
done," says Deacon Baldwin.

numbness, weakness or tin- 
gling. Pressure on the sciatic 
nerve causes sharp, shooting 
pains down the báck of the leg 
into the foot, Back pain can be 
constant or come only with 
movement. Either way it can 
be frustrating to deal with. 

Some prevention tips 
include: Maintaining good pos- 
ture and avoid wearing high 
heels. Using the correct pos- 
ture when lifting heavy objects 
is important. Use your leg 
muscles when lifting, keeping 
the back straight and never 
bend forward to lift. Keep the 
load close to your body and if it 
can be moved by pushing, don’ 
lift it. 2 j 

A good firm mattress’ is 
worth it's weight in gold. Most 
people with back probléms 
can't (and shouldn't) sleep on 
their stomachs. Maintenance 
of correct body weight is 
important, as being overweight 
or having a large abdomen can 
pull your lower back out of 
alignment. Exercise to main- 
tain good muscle tone by walk- 
ing, swimming and biking. 
Learn stress management and 
muscle relaxation techniques 
to help calm yourself and your 
lifestyle. 

When the back pain is severe 
and acute, apply ice or cold 
packs for 20 minutes every two 
hours; then decrease to 20 
minutes twice daily once the 
pain has lessened. For minor 
muscle soreness in the back, 
apply heat for 20 to 30 min- 
utes. As always, if the pain is 
very severe, call your physician 
and seek medical help.

It's the storm from ou

It is a storm that strikes sud- 
denly without any warning. It 
can cripple a nation, affecting 
millions of people and causing 
billions of dollars in damage. 


It is a storm that you can't’ 


see or hear or feel. It doesn't 
shów up on any weather map, 
radar screen or satellite photo- 
graph. Yet, it is a storm that 
could be worse than any torna- 
do, hurricane or blizzard. 

It is a storm from an unlike- 
ly place: outer space, and one 
may be headed our way very 
soon. 

This storm rides the solar 
wind, a stream of electrically 
charged particles emanating 
from the sun. When it arrives 
on Earth it.creates huge dis- 
ruptions in our planet's mag- 
netic field. Disruptions that 
can shut down electrical power 
grids, disrupt aircraft naviga- 
tion and turn off communica- 
tions worldwide. 

Normally, the solar wind 
flows around the Earth's mag- 
netic field like a gentle breeze 
passes around a house. But 
when the.sun spíts out a solar 
storm it's like a squall line of 
thunderstorms complete with 
rain, wind and lightning. Sud- 
denly, the house js under 


vattatk. 


Scientists think we may be 
headed^into a stormy period of 


. space weather. That's because 


the sun is approaching a new 


— 


cycle of solar activity. These 
cycles tend to run about 11 
years and the next cycle is 
expected to peak by the end of 
the century. 

Residents of Quebec still 
remember the beginning of the 
last solar cyclé. In 1989, a 
solar storm slammed into the 
Earth's magnetic field collaps- 
ing the Hydro-Quebec power 
grid. The entire province and 
millions of people were sud- 
denly in the dark. While the 
blackout only lasted 90 so¢;;,, 
onds, it cost the company more 
than ten million dollars. 

‘To complicate matters, these 
solar storms are almost unpre- 
dictable. While the space 
weather tends to be more 
active at the beginning of a 
cycle, solar storms have also 
developed during quiet peri- 
ods. 

The government does employ 
weather watchers who monitor

All of that is expected to 
change next year with the 
launch of the Advanced Com- 
position Explorer satellite. 
"This satellite, which will be 
placed in a position between 
the Earth and the Sun, will 
monitor the solar wind. 

With the satellite keeping 
tabs on the Sun and solar 
wisi, scientists figure they'll 
know exactly when a storm is 
headed our way. Better fore- 
casts mean better warnings for 
the world's power ccimpanies. 

Especially power companies 
in New England. The eastern 
seaboard of the United States 
lies over a granite formation 
called the Canadian Shield.

A power outage and commu- 


nication disruption in the 
Boston to New York to Wash- 
ington area could cost up to six 
billion dollars. One could only 
imagine the other problems an 
extended power outage might 
cause in that area. 

The new satellite, the first 
designated to monitor the 
weather in space, is scheduled 
to be launched in August of 
1997.

Dear Governor Chiles, 

I am a sugarcane farmer and 
have been shopping for a For 
Sale sign to put in front of my 
home. I am afrajd that Amend- 
ment 4 — the penny-per-pound 
tax on the sugar I produce — 
will pass on November 5. My 
projected profit margins are 
not high enough to cover the 
additional annual $80 in taxes 
per acre I will have to pay, and 
I will probably have to stop 
farming. That is why I am vot- 
ing against Amendment 4. 

The reason I-am so pes- 
simistic about the sugar indus- 
try’s chance of defeating 
Amendment 4 is because of the 
barrage of anti-sugar ads on 
television. Let me clarify that. 
I do not mean the overwhelm- 
ing number of ads, but their 
content. These ads are pro- 


, duced by the Save Our Ever- 


glades organization and 
financed primarily by a mil- 
lionaire from Connecticut 
named Paul Tudor Jones. 


Each of the ads have a basic - 


premise that is based on a lie, 
but the viewing public does not 
know this and therefore 
believes them. I will not blame 
the voters in Florida who will 
go to the polls and vote for 
Amendment 4 because the ads 
are very well-made and very 
convincing. The ads justido not 
convey the facts though. ' 

First, let me explain that the 

primary issue in the coopera- 
tive efforts of the federal gov- 
ernment, the state govern- 
ment, the Florida.

Amendment 4 
Dear Editor: * 

Last night, I was feeling a little sheepish 
after watching the life story of Rosa Perot. f 
realized I am guilty of following almost every 
trend that comes my way. I like him. ' 

I remember, in the early 1970's, my friend& 
had airboats and airplanes. I didn't stop until I 
had several of each: 

Since I was living and farming along the ` 
southern extremes of the lower Everglades, the 
logical conclusion was to go there as often as I 
could. The Everglades became my home away 
from home. 

My friends and I explored every possible and 
impossible region of this enormous “River of 
Grass.” 

The impossible led us to the northeast corner 
of Areas #3 and #2, in that order. This was a 
seemingly impassable stretch of ancient saw- 
grass as tall as the tallest sugarcane fields 
along the eastern shore of Lake Okeechobee. 

I remember the view as we perched on the 
flowering part of this grass, six feet from the 
water during a voluntary shut down. And with 
every breath I took I could hear the cracking 
sound of the stems which supported us. 

During the seventies, only around well-worn 
paths and active areas could the cattail plant be 
found. We looked for them as novice naturalists 
and outdoorsmen will do. Certain typés of birds

purpose. Simply reduce the fer- 
tilizers which your yard or gardén expects to 
receive and you are empowered to effectively 
reduce the growth of vegetation and therefore " 
its productive yield. 

Surely, everyone in sight of this letter can 
understand, reduction of fertilizer equals reduc- 
tion of plant material. 

As a past employee of one of the sugar produc- 
ers, I saw with my own eyes and felt with my 
own hands while working in the experimental 
plots, the gréat efforts being made to optimize 
sugar production by reducing fertilizers and 
chemical applications: The net regult of this 
costly experimentation i$ to deplete the natural 
environment of those unnatural quantities of 


Today, I made the commitment not to follow 
the trend of pseudo-ecologists who, in the name 
of preservation, choose to devastate thousands 
of lives and hundreds of family farms and farm 
associated business.
